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Rag Duster. 


The feature of the machine herewith il- 
lustrated is the combination of a revolving cage 
or drum having its periphery formed of alter- 
nately forward and inwardly and forward and 
outwardly extending panels with one or more 
feed-doors situated in the forward and inward- 
ly extending panels and one or more discharge 
doors situated in the forward and outwardly 
extending panels, together with means to re- 
volve the drum to dust rags or scrap contained 
within it and means for revolving it a slower 
rate of speed to permit the dusted material to 
discharge itself through the discharge-doors. 

The drawing shows a perspective view of 
the scrap-duster with one of the feed-doors 
open. 

The object of my invention is to provide an 
improved machine for dusting rag and paper 
scrap ; and to this end it consists in the con- 
struction, arrangement, of

The ends of the rotary cage are constructed 
of bars B attached at their inner ends to the 
disks or solid centres C and radiating there- 
from.

Attached to and connecting 
the outer ends of the corresponding bars are 
the longitudinal pieces or bars D and D’, the 
latter connecting the ends of the short bars, 
Attached to and connecting the end of each 
long bar with that of the next shorter one is 
The frame work of a cage, with 
inwardly and outwardly extending panels, is 
thus formed.

Any of the well-known means for shifting 
belts can be used to shift either of the belts 
from its fast pulley to the adjacent loose one, 
and to move the other belt from its loose pul- 
ley to its fast one on the shaft U. The cage 
is driven at the higher rate of speed when the 
scrap is being dusted and at the lower rate 
when the dusted scrap is being discharged. 
For each door fastening-hooks are provided 
for fastening the door back when it is opened.

The number of panels and 
doors can be increased indefinitely, as desired.

Hydrochloric Acid.

This is a method for ob- 
taining hydrochloric acid as a 
by-product of the ammonia- 
soda manufacture. 

Hitherto 


has only been obtained as a 


hydrochloric acid 


by-product in the manufacture 


of soda by the process of 
Leblanc. The main product of 
this process—namely, the soda—has, how- 
ever, for a number of years been made 


at a considerably lower cost by means of the 


so-called ‘‘ ammonia process.” In  conse- 
quence the manufacture of soda after Leblanc’s 
method, and the production of hydrochloric 
acid as a by-product thereof, has of late de- 
creased, and the price of the latter has risen by 
so much that various branches of industry de- 
pendent upon a cheap supply of hydrochloric 
acid are seriously menaced in their existence. 
Numerous attempts to obtain hydrochloric acid 
as a by-product in the manufacture of soda by 


the ammonia process have hitherto been unsuc- 


cessful. 
According to this invention chloride of 
sodium, preferably in the form of natural 


brine, is treated by the well-known ammonia- 
soda process ; but in place of continually re- 
covering the ammonia by acting with lime upon 
the solutions of the chloride of ammonium ob- 
tained, the solutions are evaporated, and after 
separating the chloride of sodium which they 
invariably contain, and which salts out during 
the 
or the solid chloride of ammonium obtained 


the evaporation, concentrated solution 
therefrom by crystallization or complete evap- 
oration is treated with sulphuric acid and a 
pure hydrochloric acid gas, which can be con- 
densed or utilized in any known way, and as a 
secondary product sulphate of ammonia—a 
valuable article of commerce is thus obtained. 
By these operations the lime now employed in 
the treatment of the liquors produced in the 
ammonia-soda process is saved, At present 
large quantities of sulphuric acid are used in 
manufacturing sulphate of ammonia from the 
ammoniacal liquors of gas-works and of other 


origin. This process makes available these 
large quantities of sulphuric acid for pro- 
ducing hydrochloric acid as a secondary 
product. 


The ammonia obtained by distillation from 
the ammoniacal liquors above named is con- 
verted by the ammonia-soda process into chlo- 
ride of ammonium, and by subsequently treat- 
ing this chloride of ammonium by sulphuric 
acid, both sulphate of ammonia and hydro- 
chloric acid are produced.

Microscopic Examination of Paper 
Pulp. 


M. Aimé Gerard reports that he has de- 
termined, by microscopical observations aided 
by photography, the shapes, dimensions, and 
individual peculiarities of the various descrip- 
tions of fibre employed in paper-making. He 
has thus been enabled to define the character- 
istics of good paper-making fibre. 

Great stress is generally laid upon the length 
of the fibre to be used for this purpose ; but 
there appears to be really no reason for this 
precaution. Prepared pulp is found to consist 
chiefly of segments of fibres varying in length, 
according to the character of the pulp, from 
3-10ths to 5-roths mm., or from I mm. to 1°5 
mm. This length is very rarely exceeded. 
Now, there is no sort of vegetable fibre which 
does not come up to or exceed this limit ; con- 
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sequently, so far as length is concerned, vege- 
table fibre of every description is suitable for 
making paper. But it is of great importance 
that the

fibres should be slender—small in 
In 
fibre which has been cut and rolled in prepared 
pulp this proportion should not be less than 
1-5oth.

Moreover the fibre should be elastic, 
spiral form, without 
which firmness and solidity cannot be obtained 
by felting. 

The strength of the fire, to which great at- 
tention is sometimes paid, is also of secondary 
importance. When a sheet of paper tears, the 
fibres rarely break ; they become disentangled 
and draw asunder unbroken. 

In accordance with these observations, and 
pending further researches, M. Girard divides 
paper-making fibres into five separate classes 

l.—Rounded fibres with strongly marked ar- 
ticulations. In this class are two materials 
only—hemp and flax. 

The textile fibre of hemp differs altogether 
from its paper-making fibre. The former con- 
sists of fibres still united, forming fasiscles of 
I-1oth mm.

In England about 250,000 tons of esparto 
are worked up every year. The fibre is slen- 
der and lanceolate, not exceeding 1-1ooth mm 
in diameter by 5 mm. in iength.

In England, too, about 200,000 tons of jute 


are employed annually. Various Indian plants 
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with fibres all closely resembling those of hemp 
and flax are included in this appellation. 

The fibres of phormium tenax much resemble 
those of esparto. They felt very well. 

The dwarf palm, treated by the chemical 
process, gives rounded, articulated fibres, of 
smaller size than those of hemp and flax.

outer cuticle of the plant. This removed, two 
descriptions of fibre are found—one small, not 
exceeding 1I-100th mm. in diameter, forming 
the bulk of the plant, the other large, 1-30th 
mm. in diameter, which displays a degree of 
fissibility analogous to that of hempen and 
flaxen fibre. 

Sugar cane is now converted into pulp in 
the West Indies by the chemical process. 
Thus treated, the ‘‘ trash” fur- 
nishes round, even fibres, which 
felt well.

Ordinarily, there are as many kilograms 
of alum as there are of resin in the composi- 
tion of resinous soap put into the engine, al- 
though much less is wanted to decompose this 
soap. 

This excess serves for the precipitation of 
the foreign substances, and it is even preferable 
to put a little of it in to give more firmness to 


the paper. Thus, for the one hundred kilo- 
grams of paper we have put thirty-six 
kilograms liquid size, containing two, and 
four-tenths kilograms of resin. Therefore 


we shall use two and four-tenths kilograms 
to three of alum, according to the circum- 
stances, for the one hundred kilograms of 
paper, being from twelve to fifteen litres of 
our solution. The sulphate of alumina is used 
{aSf as"the alum, only it is necessary t& reduce 
the weight by one-third. Thus, instead of two 
and four-tenths to three kilograms, or 
twelve to fifteen litres of the foregoing solu- 
tion, put one and eight-tenths to two kilo- 
grams, or eight or ten litres of the solution 
of sulphate of alumina.

The general opinion in the paper trade is, 
that there will be no reduction of output on the 
part of the mills but that the market will con- 
tinue quiet for some months to come, and, 
in consequence, prices will continue to rule 
low. 

The dealers in paper stock say that they 
have had a fair half year’s business, but that 
prices have dropped considerably, on account 
of the close competition, the introduction of 
wood pulp to such a large extent, and the un- 
willingness on the part of paper manufacturers 
to pay big prices for material, when they had 
to sell their product at such small profits. The

The Proper Allowance for Shrink- 
age and Finish in Patterns. 


The allowance that should be made for 
shrinkage of castings, and for finishing them, 
are of the first importance, because they are 
questions that arise with reference to almost 
every pattern or casting made. The adoption 
of a shrink rule seems to dispose of the ques- 
tion of shrinkage in the minds of most pattern- 
makers, and when in certain cases the allow- 
ance does not prove correct, they will still 





stand behind their rule, considering 


selves responsible no further. To be a good 
mechanic consists chiefly in the ability to judge 


correctly upon all the questions which arise in 





a trade—this being the mental part; while the 
physical is secondary, especially so in this age 
of machinery.
